It is agreed on the behalf of his Excellency the 
General of Tangier, that in caſe his Excellency 
Cidi Hader Gayland , ſhall have occaſion of the 
aſliſtance of any of the Ships belonging to the 
Engliſh Nation, againſt his Enemies, they not be- 
ing in Amity with England, the ſaid Ships being 
in the Bay of Tangier, ſhall afſiſt him in all they 
can; but in caſe it ſhall:ſo happen, that the faid 
Enemies of Cidi Hader Gayland ſhall be in Amity 
with England, then the ſaid Ships, nor any of the 
Engliſh Nation, ſhall not be obliged 'to aſſiſt the 
ſaid Cid; Hader Gayianes either by Land or Sea.

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Theſe Articles of Peace have greater advantages 
attending them, for the future ſecurity, and 
improvement of Tangier, then thoſe concluded 
by the Earl of Tiwveot; in theſe particulars 
following, 


Irſt, This Peace 1s perpetual, his for Six 
Moneths only. 

Secondly, We are to have aſſiſtance from his 
Forces, againſt all Chriſtian Enemies, who ſhall 
attempt any thing upon Tanger. 

Thirdly, We are to have all Proviſions out of 
his Countryes, Wood, &c. (5 

Fourrhly, We have no guards impoſed on us 
by Gayland, which was agreat incumbrance to the 
Garriſon, and for. which my Lord Tiveot pay'd 
goo. per annum, to maintain the ſaid guard. 

Fitthly, We have Stones for the carrying ori 
the Mold ; We pay the fame quantity ot Powder 


annually, as 5mY Lord T:veot did ; and have ground 
thereon] mc of delle value. 


:- Sixthly;-All Stangers Ships or Boats who re- 
pair to oa are to be Proteed from the 
Moors Boats within three Leagues diſtance trom 


the City.
